NOW KNOW YE, that I, the said William Reynolds Floyd, do hereby 
declare the nature of my said Invention, and in what manner the same is to be 
performed, to be particularly described and ascertained in and by the following 
statement thereof, reference being had to the Drawings hereunto annexed, ■

My Invention consists in connecting to the upper part of the knapsack or 
pack, or to a strap fixed thereto, as well as to the two shoulder straps, what I 
term a yoke, that is, a piece of leather or other like suitable material to fit 
the upper part of the back above or in a line with the shoulders. 

Figure 1 of the accompanying Drawings is a prospective view, and Figure 2 35 
is a plan of a knapsack fitted with my means of supporting it. 

a is the yoke stitched to the knapsack and to the two shoulder straps c, c. 
The yoke is perforated as she\Yn to allow of ventilation. The shoulder

straps <?, c f are buckled to the top of the knapsack, pass through tabs d, d t 
are stitched to the yoke, and, descending to the bottom, are there secured by 
hooks. 

And having now described the nature of my said Invention, and in what 
5 Aanner the same is to be performed, I declare that I claim the improved 
means of or apparatus for supporting knapsacks and packs, substantially as 
herein-before described with reference to the accompanying Drawings.
